REMARKS 



Applicant is in receipt of the Office Action mailed October 6, 2005. 
Claims 1, 3-12, 34, and 36-47 were allowed. 

Claims 20 and 22-29 were rejected under Section 101 "because the 'memory 
medium' as claimed is not limited to tangible medium." Applicant has arnended claims 
20 and 22-29 to recite a "computer readable memory medium," which Applicant believes 
is more clearly limited to a tangible medium.
